TO ASSASSINATE 


^Terrorists With Bombs Attempt to 


Kill Admiral Doubasoff in St. 


Petersburg Street. 


ADMIRAL HAD MARVELOUS ESCAPE 


St. Petersburg, 
Dec. 15.—Another 


attempt on the life 
of Admiral Du- 


bassoff, ex-governor of Moscow, was 
made this afternoon, but he escaped 
•with slight 
injuries. 
Admiral Du- 


bassoff was driving at 
1 p. m., in 


Sergiyewskaya street on his way to 
the Taurida palace, when two men 
hurled a bomb at his carriage. It ex- 
ploded with great 
force, 
but only 


slightly wounded the admiral. 
The 


would-be assassins were arrested. 


Dubassotf had a remarkable escape. 


The terrorists made a very determ- 


, ined attack upon him. 
One man ap- 


porached the admiral and fired sev- 
eral shqts at him with a revolver, but 
missed. 
The .terrorists then threw a 


bomb at DubassoJT, which exploded 
and wounded the admiral in the leg. 
A bj-stander seized the admiral's as- 
sailant, whereupon a second terrorist 
appeared and went through exactly 
the same performance. 
The second 


bomb thrown, however, did not ex- 
plode, and 
Dubassoff, 
although in- 


jured, closed with the terrorist, and 
held him until he was taken into cus- 
tody.

TO STOP CHILD 


Industrial Official of Ohio 


Outlines Code to Child 


Labor Conference. 


Cincinnati, O.. Dec. 15.—How to se- 


cure greater uniformity In the child 
labor laws and methods of enforce- 
ment in the Ohio valley wore under 
consideration at a conference of cen- 
tral state delegates to tho nation--! 
child labor 
convention 
today. 
Tlii 


principal address was by .T. H. Morgan, 
chief Inspector of workshops and fac- 
tories of the state of Ohio. He said: 


"As the people of tho Ohio are one 


Industrially as well as geographically 
the laws of these states should bo uni- 
form not only to insure easier enforce- 
ment but to protect the manufacturers 
who are thrown into close competition 
in this territory- I should not, howev- 
er, be willing to see any state lower its 
present standard to secure this uni- 
formity of law and do not believe it 
will be necessary. 
To be 
effective 


child labor law should be simple, prac- 
tical and enforceable and with this in 
mind I present the following as a good 
working foundation upon which to 
build: 


"(1) 
No child under fourteen years 


of age shall be employed, regardless 
as to time, occupation or conditions. 


"(2) 
Boys under sixteen and girls 


under eighteen years of age shall not 
be employed after 7 p. m., nor before 
6 a. m., nor at any occupation that is 
dangerous to life, injurious to health, 
or likely to deprave morals. 
(The list 


of occupations should be stated clear- 
ly in the statute and made to Include 
all places where intoxicating 
bever- 


ages are manufactured or sold, as well 
as all the tobacco industries.) 


"(3) 
Minors under eighteen years 


age shall not be employed for a longer 
period than eight hours In one day 
nor more than fifty-five in one week. 


"(4) 
Minors ebtween the age of four 


teen and eighteen years shall present 
age and school certificates Issued un- 
der the direction of the superintend- 
ents of public schools, same to be 
kept on file in the office of the estab- 
lishment where employed. 


"(5) 
A child desiring a certificate 


must appear before the superintendent 
of schools, accompanied by one of his 
parents or a guardian, who shall have 
an employment slip certifying that the 
child has work to go to, and who shall 
also be required to certify that the 
child's wages are necessary for sup- 
port. The superintendent shall be au- 
thorized to inquire into the facts and 
if in doubt as to the worthiness of the 
claimant shall refuse the certificate 
and require the attendance ot the 
child at school. 


Child Must Sign Certificate. 


"If the certificate is granted, the. 


child shall be required to sign it in his 
own handwriting in order that It may 
be used for the 
purpose of verifica- 


tion. 


"(6.) Employers of minors between 


fourteen and eighteen years of age 
shall keep a register containing the 
name, age, birthplace and residence of 
every such minor, same to be open to 
the inspection of authorized officers. 


••(7) The inspector shall have 
au- 


thority to take any child Into custody, 
or require it to leave the establish- 
ment, In the event of his refusal 
to 


give name and age when there Is rea- 
sonable ground for doubt as to the 
child being of legal age. 


"(8) A physical standard should be 


required as well as a mental one. 


"I would also suggest that the com- 


pulsory education laws be enforced by 
state officers Instead, of local, and that 
these officers be required to enforce 
all the provisions of the child labor

$29,000,000 for the properties of the 
Union Traction company, which oper- 
ates all the street car systems on the 
north nnrt west sides of tho city, and 
$21.000,000 for the property of the Chi- 
cago City Hallway company, which 
controls the transportation 
on the 


soulh side of tho city. It was decided 
by the committee that, it will, as soon 
as possible, recommend to the city 
council the passage of an ordinance 
allowing the purchase of the properties 
at the price named. 


Mayor Dunne, when tho action ot 


tho committee was reported to him, 
declared that in his opinion the coun- 
cil would adopt, the recommendation 
of the committee, and the city would 
then proceed to own and operate the 
street railways. 


Despite the fact, that, the committee 


will recommend the purchase of the 
lines for $50,000,000, ft is still possible 
that an agreement may yet be reached 
for the granting of a franchise on the 
basis of a division of profits. 
The 


companies offered the city an even 
division of the net profits of the com- 
panies, but tho city demanded 66 per 
cent.

From Washington comes the. report 


.hat the friends of the administration 
are plunged Into a state of profound 
anxiety over Intelligence from Chicago 
that In all probability the Indictments 
against the Standard Oil company for 
participating in rebates will be dis- 
missed on the novel plea raised by 
John S. Miller, counsel for the oil com- 
pany. 
In consequence of this situa- 


tion It Is said a vigorous effort will at 
once be made by President Roosevelt 
and his friends to have the senate 
pass the bill giving the government 
the right of appeal in criminal cases, 
a right distinctly denied by Federal 
Judge Humphreys in a decision ren- 
dered some months ago that so great- 
ly aroused the ire of the president as 
to draw from him a sizzling comment 
on that jurist. 


There are ten indictments against 


the Standard company and Its officials 
before the United States court in Chi- 
cago, and these include G,-12S counts. 
Mr. Miller, 
who Invented the "im- 


munity bath" for the beef trust, which 
resulted in the discharge of the pack- 
ers by Judge 
Humphreys and the 


abandonment of the cases against the 
corporations by the governmon, as 
sorts that the Standard Oil company 
and all other offenders under the Elk- 
Ins law must go free, because for a 
short time the entire law was wiped 
off the statute books. 


Mr. Miller was in Washington two 


weeks ago preparing his case from the 
official records, and his contention has 
caused consternation 
In the depart- 


ment ot justice. 
The situation cre- 


ated by Mr. Miller recalls the badly 
muddled situation in congress at the 
close of the long session, when the 
rate bill was passed after repeated 
conferences; the Tillman Incident and 
the charges and countercharges made 
by senators and representatives. 
The 


rate bill provided that It should be- 
come effective "from and after Its pas- 
sage," and It was finally passed when 
the senate accepted 
the conference 


agreement on June 29. 


After a conference with the presi' 


dent a joint resolution was passed on 
June 30 providing that the law shovilc 
not become effective until sixty days 
after its passage, or on August 2S 
Through an error of the public printer 
this resolution was not sent out with 
the newly enacted law, and it was a 
week later before the mistake was 
rectified. 


Mr. Miller holds that the new law 


was in effect from June 29 to June 30 


and that it thereby repealed the Elk- 
ins law and charged the circum- 
stances under which criminal prosecu- 
tions for illegal rebating could be 
brought. 
The passage of the joint 


resolution brought back the Elkins 
law into temporary life, but, he con- 
tends, it could not be retroactive in 
establishing the crimes which might 
have been committed under the old 
law and which were wiped out by the 
passage of the later measure. 


Anticipating that it may lose these 


important cases, the administration 
desires the senate to immediately pass 
the bill giving the government 
the 


right of appeal, in order that it can 
take the matter to a higher court. 


There Is a suspicious lack of inter- 


est In the senate over this legislation, 
although the president, in his annual 
message, strongly 
recommended ac- 


tion. Tho bill passed the house and 
was favorably reported from the sen- 
ate committee on Judiciary, but just 
when the administration believed its 
Ight won. Senator Clark, of Wyoming, 
chairman of the committee, moved 
hat the measure 
be 
recommitted. 


This was done and there the bill re- 
mains, while the government Is fret- 
,lng lest the men whom It regards as 
he chief culprits against the rebate 
Taw go scot free.

Favors Inheritance Tax. 


"I opposed nn income tax before, t 


differ with the president strongly upon 
that. But I am In a strange position 
In regard to an Inheritance tax grad- 
uated on taxation. When the presi- 
dent Issued his message upon that sub- 
ject. I took the liberty of sending him 
a copy of 'The Gospel of Wealth.' writ- 
ten seventeen years ago. In which I 
laid down my views-, in regard to grad- 
uated taxation and an inheritance tax. 
There I stand advocating that as the 
best means of getting something like 
a belter redistribution of wealth than 
we can by any other means. 


"The term equality which my friend 


Mr. Guthrie uses—he wants equality 
In everything—is not equality. 
If a 


workman is struggling along on $1,000 
a year and another man has $100,000 
a year and another $1,000,000 it Is a 
wrong use of the word equality to say 
they should he taxed the same. Adam 
Smith, an authority to which I com- 
mend you, gives us the right solution. 
It should he the object of lawmakers 
to derive from every citizen taxation 
for the support of government In pro- 
portion to his ability to pay. That Is 
true equality. 


Wealth Unequally Divided. 


"Now, Mr. President, the subject of 


wealth distribution will not down. It 
obviously Is unequal, strangely 
un- 


equal. Tjet us see, for a moment, how 
wealth arises. We will lake a farmer 
with two sons. He says 
to them: 


'I can give you each a farm.' 
They 


marry nice women, known 
in 
the 


neighborhood, of good kith and Idn, 
and are happily married, thank for- 
tune. They find two farms, one in the 
northern part of this island and the 
other across the river in Harlem. They 
both are the same price. They draw 
lots to see which shall get the Harlem 
farm and which shall get the Manhat- 
tan farm. The Manhattan farm falls 
to the younger. They go on and culti- 
vate their farms with 
equal ability 


and 
assiduity. They 
are splendid 


neighbors, thoughtful of 
every poor 


neighbor, by accident or otherwise; 
helping everybody; 
public 
spirited 


men;'Irreproachable citizens. 


"The children of one become mil- 


lionaires. 
The city 
has 
expanded. 


There are large buildings now, from 
which they draw rents, where once 
the farm stood. The other 
farmer 


keeps along, well doing, in comfortable 
circumstances, has 
children, having 


vantage over their cousins; they have 
to do something in order to justify 
the world in supporting them. 


Who Made Their Wealth. 


"They go on, generation after gen- 


eration, and the first are millionaires. 
Ten to one—from my experience with 
young millionaires—ten to one they 
are far from heing the useful, credita- 
ble American citizens that the chil- 


iad c 


the wealth of the one family? 
Not 


ability, 
foresight, 
industry, 
labor. 


Nothing of the kind. It grew while 
the man slept. 
Probably 
the 
best 


thing that man ever did was to forget 
he had it. Ho .might have sold it if 
he had been thinking of it. 


"Now, tell me. my fellows of the 


civic federation, is there anything of 
equality In that? Is there anything to 
glorify one family or reward one fam- 
ily against the other? Who made the 
wealth? The community,, the popula- 
tion, the people. 
Then you tell me 


that wealth is sacred. I say the com- 
munity is the leading 
partner who 


made that wealth. It is the hundreds 
of people settling up there and thou- 
sands of people settling around there. 
Here are these millionaires, who have 
toiled not, neither 
have they spun. 


They come: they die. 


I am not in favor of touching the 


bee when it Is making honey. J^et tho 
hee work. But when he passes away, 
then, I say. the silent partner—tho 
community that made that wealth, Mr. 
President—should receive its dividend 
nnd a large proportion. 


Another Case In Point 


"We will suppose there is another 


son. 
He settles In New York here. 


He is a bright boy ami he sees that 
railroads are an essential future of 
this metropolis. Ho embarks in work 
and gets to saving. 
He attracts the 


attention of others. He is taken in. 
Invests his money and he goes on. Ho 
consolidates these railroads. He is a 
useful man. He does tho state some 
service. 
But he soon sees that if he 


Is to mako pressing extensions, the 
population Is growing so and tho traf- 
fic is BO Increasing, he could pay more 
dividends on his stock. He Issues 
more stock, nnd he goes on nnd on 
and on, nnd hnys up the stock nnd 
gels a large interest, in It. He be- 
comes one of that class of multi-mil- 
lionaires which no other nation has. 
He Is indigenous to America. 


"Now, he dies. His family ail be- 


como millionaires. 
Who made that 


wealth? If New York had remained a 
village. If tho western states had not 
developed, If the people of the United 
States had not Increased in popula- 
tion by their labors and become well 
doing, If they did not. wish to visit 
New York, did not wish to buy things 
In New York to ship back and forth, 
he would not. have been a millionaire. 


"I think, as before, society makes 


a huge mistake If It ever Interferes 
with an organizing man In his life- 
time. They get little. As a rule, the 
millionaire Is not an extravagant man 
himself. A man who has made money 
can usually be trusted to keep It. Tt 
is more difficult to keep sometimes 
than to acquire. But as for the sons, 
the children—they are not so consti- 
tuted. They have never known what 
it was to figure means to an end, to 
live frugal lives, or to do any useful 
work. 


How Pittsburgers Thrived. 


"Take another man, another broth- 


er. He might, he so fortunate, we will 
say. as to settle in Pit.tsburg—hot a 
had place to settle In. Now he makes 
the discovery of coking coal there for 
smelting iron. There (pointing to a 
man in the audience) is one of the 
men who did It early in life, my part- 
ner, John Walker, who called In to 
see me this morning. I brought him 
down here. Why, it is as plain as A 
B C that Plttsburg is a place where 
you could make a ton of steel cheaper 
than 
anywhere else in the 
world. 


That young man and other young fel- 
lows—bright, 
intelligent 
fellows— 


went to Europe and saw what Great 
Britain was doing. Great Britain was 
always ahead In steel manufacture. 
They found a lack of raw materials 
and everything. 
They bought 
ore 


mines 
on 
Lake 
Superior. 
They 


bought up coke, till they could not 
rest around them; forty acres—every- 
thing conducing to the 
making of 


Increased. 
Men like Mr. Ingalls, of 


the Chesapeake and Ohio, (one of my 
customers) wanted steel rails. 


Give People Their Share. 


"Now, 
who made that growth? The 


growth of the American public. That's 
what that wealth came from. That is 
the partner in every enterprise where 
money is made honorably. It is the 
people of the United States. 
And I 


say that these men, when the time 
cotnes that they must 
die 
and lie 


down with their fathers, I say the 
community fails of its duty, and our 
legislators fail of their duty, if they 
do uot exact a tremendous share, a 
progressive share — with 
no idea of 


making his children paupers, with no 
idea of interfering with his right to 
leave them a competence, but it IB an 
enormous sum. those millions which 
should really have a. different name 
troni property. 


"When a man was a man of prop- 


erty in the old days it meant, that he 
had enough for himself and his fam- 
ily to live well enough upon. But now 
we are 
under changed conditions. 


Changed conditions require a change 
in our laws to meet these conditions. 


"Another man — 1 could go on with 


these sons — put one in Chicago, one in 
Montana, put them where I want— but 
you will find, gentlemen, it is not the 
millionaire who makes wealth. 
The 


man who has mines in Montana, who 
makes an enormous amount, does not 
make the ore from which his fortune 
came. Who made it. available? The 
community who wished to use that 
ore. 
Then it became worth while to 


dig it out of the ground, and so he 
made a profit. 
Gentlemen, wealth is 


based upon the community, where the 
nation is unprecedentedly prosperous. 


Different in England. 


"Statistics about 
England today 


show that she never did so much busi- 
ness nor was so prosperous. 
There 


lias been a tremendous increase in her 
exports and imports. The wealth of 
her people, and the taxes she collected 
from incomes, why, it is a staggering 
amount. But remember England has 
other means of collecting an income 
tax than we could have here. 
I am 


not going into details, but her system 
is entirely ilifTereut from any we could 
have here. They have a leisure class 
In England, apart from all men in

ble. 


"But. 
another 
thing England does. 


She collects most, of her Income tax 
by a direct, dividend tax and nobody 
Inquires 
who pays 
It. 
The great 


amount, of the taxes derived In Eng- 
land from the Income tax Is paid by 
corporations. 
It Mr. Belmont's sub- 


way declares a dividend and I have 
ten shares, and you havn 100 or 1,000. 
It. Is Mr. Bclmont. and the president, 
of the subway company that, pays the 
Income tax on those shares. 
W<> have 


nothing to do wllh it. So you do not 
have to reveal your business In Eng- 
land. 


Wants Inheritances Taxed. 


"Now, 
I am with President. Roose- 


velt In regard to a graduated Inheri- 
tance tax, a heavy graduated tax, for 
this reason—for many reasons. 
One 


reason Is that It. belongs to the com- 
munity that made most of the mrmoy. 
The people should romo in and get 
their duos. The second is that exces- 
sive wealth left to children is an in- 
jury to the child. We do not. want a 
class to grow up in this community, 
a greater class than we can help, who 
will not. ho compelled to rcndor sonic 
service to the community to justify 
that, 
continuity in giving them all 


their privileges and their luxuries. 


"My experience is that. I would as 


soon leave a curse to my boy as an al- 
mighty dollar. There are exceptions 
every now nnd then. Here let me say 
that the millionaire's son who does 
spurn tho coarse pleasures that, we see 
so many indulge In and devotes him- 
self to the service of the community 
in any form is entitled to double hon- 
or. But we must legislate not. for the 
exceptions. We must legislate for the 
general public. 


"There is 
another 
reason why I 


favor a graduated inheritance tax and 
a heavy one. When 1 sent my book to 
President Roosevelt after his speech 
ho wrote me: 
'I am greatly struck by 


the fact that, sixteen years ago you 
had it all,' and T quote Shakespeare 
there, saying that, the modern shylock 
would be treated as the old shylock 
was. You remember that, tho laws of 
Venice enacted that if an alien sought 
to injure a Venetian one-half of his 
wealth went to the privy coffers of the 
state. That, is what. T hold today. 


"You 
know I am greatly misrepre- 


sented sometimes. Tt. is so clever for 
a reporter, to easy for him to make 
the joke about 'He who dies rich dies 
disgraced.' 
You have heard that be- 


fore. T never said that. I pictured a 
man of wealth who kept, his wealth to 
himself, who did nothing for the com- 
munity from which his wealth had 
largely arisen, who was noted for the 
absence of his name from all good and 
generous purposes; I said that the 
time was coming when such a man 
having millions which were free for

made from cretonne.. the opening at

••broidery ring over which the cretonne 
Is sewed. 


Ribbon is fastened in a little bow on 


each side of the ring and

bang the bag. One yard and a quar- 
ter of cretonne at thirty cents a yard.

after every meal, bits of victuals, 
grease and dust will collect in them 
nnd clog up the opening, so that the 
frenb air cannot mingle freely with 
tho gas and the burners and in this 
way the fuel Is wasted because much 
of the energy is lost from lack of air, 
nnd tho flame.

'The burners aro best cleaned by bo- 


Ing removed from the Btove and either 
boiled In hot water and washing soda 
or washed through hot, water with a 
strong laundry soap that will cut the 
greaso from the Iron 
and 
free the 


openings from 
any 
substance 
that 


might clog them. While hot and be- 
fore they are dry, rub crude oil or fat 
drlpplngB that are without salt thor- 
oughly into the metal nnd then put 
thorn back Into place ready for use. 
This treatment supplies a necessary 
moisture to the iron, prevents It from 
rusllng and also keeps it a polished 
black that any careful housewife will 
appreciate. 


"Even tho burner in the oven may 


be cleaned in this same way If a wom- 
an understands tho mechanism enough 
to take off tho burners and put them 
properly back in place, but It this Is 
too difficult a task, wiping them oft 
with hot water and soap or washing 
soda will keep them sufficiently clean, 
for little grease and practically no dust 
gathers around these openings that are 
enclosed. 
After a washing, a cloth 


saturated with oil should be rubbed 
over tho metal, Just as Is done with 
the top burners.' 


"At the same time these burners are 


washed tho oven should be wiped out 
with hot water and washing soda and 
as soon as thoroughly cleansed 
the 


humors must be lighted low and th& 
doors opened so that the metal will 
dry off quickly. 
For otherwise the 


sheet iron may rust and will then be 
unsal isfactory for baking. For if. the 
water is left to dry, it will rust, or 
even if the burners are turned on, and 
the doors kept closed so that no air 
can circulate In the oven the dampness 
will gather in bubbles on the sides and 
rust, and then, unless wiped oft, will 
drop on the food. 


"I believe In wiping out 
an oven 


every time it Is used, for if meat la 
baked and the fat splatters the sides, 
this is bound to make a disagreeable 
odor when the oven Is used again, and 
frequently the 
flavor of a cake is 


spoiled because pieces 
from 
other 


foods smoulder and send out an un- 
ploasant odor. If there Isn't time to 
wash out the oven before using a sec- 
ond time, nil refuse should at least be 
brushed out with a whisk broom. 


Cleaning the Stove. 


"As to the top of a stove, It should 


be scrubbed off with clean water and 
soap just the same as tho dishes are 
washed after every meal. 
It Is well 


to wipe tho metal after the washing 
with a soft flannel rag, lighting the 
burners at the same time to make Riif- 
flciont warmth to dry rapidly. 
The 


sides or body of a stove must be black- 
ened with any good stove polish, and 
this should be done as often as Is nec- 
essary to keep It a good black. If one 
side Is exposed to a sink, or water 
lank where liquid Is frequently sput- 
tered on the metal, 
I 
should not 


blacken It, but Instead rub with oil 
several times each day to prevent the 
moisture from rusting. 


"Do not neglect the nickel portions 


of the stove, for though they do not 
directly cheapen the gas bills yet If 
they are allowed to bocomo dull and 
rusty looking the appearance of the 
stove Is not pleasing and is really a 
detriment to a kitchen. It is so easy 
to keen the nickel bright, for if a damp 
rag dipped In soapsuds 
is 
covered 


with whiting and rubbed on them the 
dullest piece of bright metal will take 
on a lustre after a vigorous rubbing. 
Any specks that remain in the pattern 
of tho metal or around the corners 
that rest in the iron may be readily 
brushed off with a soft bristled whisk 
or broom."

Peppers Stuffed With Rice and Cheese 


Cut in half lengthwise and throw 


into boiling water for eight minutes. 
Drain and fill the cavities from which 
the seeds have been removed 
with 


bellied rice which has had stirred into 
each cupful two tablespoonfuls grated 
cheese, one tablespoonful melted but- 
ter and salt to season. Fill the pep- 
pers, mounding up on the top. place in 
a baking pan with a half cup tomato 
or broth, and bake in a hot oven for 
:en minutes. 
Uncover and brown. 


Still another filling is made of hot 
boiled rice and chopped English wal- 
nuts, half as much nut as rice with a 
seasoning of tomato, butter and salt. 
Bake half an hour, basting with salt 
water, then brown. 
Forcemeat for Peppers and Tomatoes. 


Forcemeat for tomatoes 
Is 
made 


much the same as peppers. To pre- 
pare them for stuffing, select round 
firm ones of equal size, cut a slice 
from the top, and with a spoon handle 
or vegetable scoop acrape out the pulp. 
Turn upside down a few moments to 
drain off the superfluous juice, then 
season the Inside with salt and pep- 
per. 
Meantime prepare the stuffing, 


which may be varied to suit individual 
taste and what happens to be on hand. 
The most simple stuffing is usually 
made of stale bread crumbs, parsley, 
butter, salt, and pepper and the to- 
mato pulp. 


Tomato Bisque. 


Stew a half can tomatoes until soft, 


then strain. Cook a quart of milk In a 
double holler, and when boiling thick- 


en with a tablespoonful each of butter 
and corn starch rubbed- together. Cook 
ten minutes, stirring carefully, that 
there need be no lumps, then add one- 
third cup butter, still stirring until 
weil blended; add the strained tomato 
and salt and pepper to season. If the 
tomatoes are very acid, put in a half 
saltspoonful soda with the tomatoes. 
Do not allow this to stand, but serve 
at once. 


Hard Sauce. 


Put. into a warm bowl one-quarter 


cup butter and one-half cup powdered 
sugar. Mix with a wooden spoon or 
spatula, beating hard for fifteen min- 
utes. Flavor with one-half tablespoon- 
ful lemon, vanilla or a little nutmeg or 
powdered mace, as preferred, "beat a 
little longer, pack smoothly on a small 
plate or pile lightly in a fancy dish, 
and set on the ice until very hard. A 
pleasing change is to add a tablespoon- 
ful currant jelly after creaming the 
butter and sugar, then beat light.

RAILWAY FATALITIES INCREASE. 


Statistics Show That 4,295 Met Death 


Last Year on the Railways. 


. In reporting a total of 933 persons 
killed and 16,004 injured during the 
second quarter of 1906. in its recently 
published accident bulletin, the inter- 
state commerce commission declares 
that the number is less than in the 
.list preceding quarter, but more than 
in corresponding quarter of 1905. "In 
considering 
train accidents 
alone, 


however," says the report, "there is a 
gratifying diminution both in passen- 
gers killed and employes killed, com- 
pared with either of the two earlier 
quarters mentioned." 
;-For the year ended June 30, 1906. 
However, the 
commission's figures 


show great increases in the total death 
roll of passengers and employes over 
.ti^e years of 1905, 1904 and 1903. As 
•will be seen in the accompanying table 
a total of 4,295 passengers and em- 
ployes were killed in this year, 3,798 


' in 1905, 3,787 in 1904 and 3,554 in 1903. 


However, the total of deaths of pas- 
B'ehgers alone was less in 1906 than 
ft any year since 
1903, comparing 


thus: 1906, 418; 1905, 537; 1904, 420. 
; TJhere is a great increase of injured 
in'the last report over the preceding 
'three years. There were 11.185 pas- 
•fTengers hurt in 1906, 6.778 in train ac- 
cidents and 4,407 from other causes. 
In1905 there were 10,040, in 1904 
8,077 and in 1903 6.973. The commis- 
-sipn- makes no statement as to causes 
""for the increase, whether it is due to 


growing business, efforts 
to 
attain 


greater speed or increased careless- 
ness of employes, but there are sev- 
^ral interesting notes in explanation 
"of accidents which are tabulated.

Bed-Headed Island Born in 


Bering Sea— Model for 


Seattle Exposition. 


Seattle, Dec. 15. — There Is a red- 


headed baby up in Bering sea, a baby 
that, although only a few months old, 
smokes vigorously all day 
and 
all 


night. The baby is being studied by 
the wise men of America, who will 
make an image of him and show him 
at the 
Alaska-Yukon-PaciBc exposi- 


tion, which is to be held in the sum- 
mer of 1909 to exploit Alaska and to 
encourage oriental trade. By 1909, the 
baby, it is thought, will have cooler! 
off sufficiently to permit the wise men 
to look him over at short range. Just 
now he is very hot and disagreeable. 


The baby is a chip off the old block, 


. if you can call the continent of Amer- 


ica a block, and he is about the cutest 
little island that ever poked his head 
out of the ocean. He was born about 
the time of the Sari Francisco earth- 
quake, and that horrible disturbance 
had something to do with his coming 
to be. 


The island was discovered by the 


crew of the revenue cutter Perry. 
which came near bumping into his 
habykins. For the chart showed clear 
water where the island stood. When 
the cutter came near, the little brat 
was 
smoking. 
There 
was smoke, 


black, horrid smoke, pouring from the 
cracks of his skull, and his hair was 
burning. The cutter sailed within half 
a mile and then backed away, for the 
atmosphere was hot from melted lava. 


They named 
his babykins 
Perry. 


Island. 
Perry Island will be shown 


on the. next chart as a mass of lava. 
460 feet high and 700 feet in length at 
the base. It is situated forty-five miles 
southeast of Dutch Harbor, Alaska. 


When the island was first discov- 


ered, last June, great clouds of smoke 
and vapor hovered about it, and the 
water for several hundred feet 
all 


around was boiling. The sides of the 
fissures, through 
which the smoke 


pourecli and the lava adjoining for sev- 
eral Inche.s. are covered with sulphur. 
On top of the great mass of lava there 
is a small crater, from which smoke 
and lava and Jets of fire were tatting 
when the Perry left, it on September 
15. Since that time, It Is reported, 
the*crater has ceased to be active, but 
frejsh eruptions may occur at any time. 


A scientific examination into 
the 


cause of the upheaval of Perry Island 
Is to be made, for the mass of lava 
has interested Uncle Sam's experts. 
A model of the phenomenon will be on 
exhibition at the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
exposition. 
The United States will 


take a prominent part in the big fair. 
and a specialty wll'. be made of inter- 
esting exhibits from the far 
north.

The statement Issued by the Vatican 


regarding the situation follows: 


"The concordat, the most solemn bi- 


lateral contract, has not yet been de- 
nounced by the French 
government, 


which wishes to establish a new legal 
standing for the church in France. The 
government did not agree with the 
holy see on this subject and repeated- 
ly and openly showed hostility toward 
the head of the church. 


"Violence May Prevail." 


"Violence may prevail for a time, 


but those who nre suffering from this 
state of oppression preserve all their 
rights and all their claims. The explo- 
sion of joy among the Masonic 
and 


demagogic societies as a result of the 
persecution on the part of the govern- 
ment shows that the war Is against 
the church and religion. 


"Notwithstanding the bills passed 


and regulations adopted, France at the 
present time has 'no law granting re- 
ligious liberty to those who do not 
comply with the law providing for the 
separation of church and state. 


"The one good point in the circular 


Issued recently by the French minister 
of public worship, Mr. Briand, is hi? 
confession that it is impossible to ap 
ply to curtural associations the laws 
of 18S1 and 1901, which were adopted 
for the regulation of other kinds of as 
sociations' meetings. 


"Real Liberty" Needed. 


"Therefore, what is needed is a real 


law providing for real liberty insteac 
of arbitrary ministerial circulars. The 
loyalty and good will of the holy see 
under 
sijnilar 
circumstances wa: 


shown in Brazil. 


"There there was a monarchy and a 


concordat, both of which the republl 
cans suppressed and proclaimed their 
separation from the holy see under cer 
tain reserves. Later the Brazilian re 
public came to an understanding with 
the Vatican and a papal nuncio was ac 
credited to Rio Janeiro, while a Bra 
zlllan minister was accredited to the 
Vatican. 


, Denies False Statements. 


"The search of the nunciature a 


Paris and the expulsion from France 
of Monsignore Montagninl, secretary o 
the nunciature, were steps taken with 


the object of making the world believe 
the false statements circulated later 
and which were said to have originated 
in the discovery of documents seized 
at the nunciature, such as the report 
that some of the French 
episcopacy 


and clergy were.ready to make appli- 
cations to hold meetings. There Is no 
truth in the statement. 


"The holy see is not opposed to the 


making of applications under the law, 
but takes exception to tho whole spirit 
of tho circular Issued by Minister of 
Public Worship Briand." 


The Osservatore Romano last eve- 


ning published an article on tho circu- 
lar issued by M. Briand, tho

minister of public worship. It Is an 
amplification of the semiofficial note 
issued by the Vatican yesterday.

made the subject of an investigation 
under the direction of Ethan A.'HItch- 
cocli. secretary of the interior. 
The 


land in question, which is said to be 
worth anywhere from 
$5,000,000 
to 


$6 '100,000, consists of town sites in 
Muskogce and several other prosper- 
ous .and booming cities in the terri- 


Ttie character of investigation to be 


made by Secretary Htichcock was con 
sirtered at a conference held at the 
Indian office yesterday 
between In- 


dian Commissioner Francis B. Leupp 
and William Dudley Foulke, who went 
to the territory some weeks ago by 
direction of the president to look into 
the charges that valuable town sites 
of the 
Creek 
nation 
had 
passed, 


through fraudulent methods, into the 
hands of persons not entitled to them. 


Ring Acquires Many Sitss. 


Under the present system of dispos- 


ing of the Creek lands, persons living 
in the towns of the territory arc per- 
mitted to purchase a lot of loo fest 
frontage, if they desire 
to erect a 


home on it. but if they desire land for 
business purposes, they may purchase 
four acres. 
It was the intention of the govern- 


ment to get these tracts into the hands 
of as manv individuals as possible, but 
it is alleged that hundreds of town 
sites have been acquired by a few peo- 
ple in express violation of the law. 


This was done, it is alleged, through 


dummy purchasers, who selected the 
town sites, made known to-town site 
committees their desire to buy. and 
after securing the title, transferred it 
to the persons for whom they really 
were acting in the first instance. The 
charge has been made that at least 
one prominent official in the territory 
now owns town sites that were secured 
through fraud. 


Will Report to President. 


The matter was placed before Sec- 


retary Hitchcock and later before the 
president. The latter, at the instance 
of Commissioner 
Leupp. 
sent 
Mr. 


Foulke to the territory to look Into 
the facts. He returned here yesterday 
and will lay a complete report before 
the president on Monday. M. L. Mott. 
attorney for the Creek nation, will con- 
tinue the investigation started by Mr. 
Foulke and will make an effort to se- 
cure evidence upon which to 
base 


criminal proceedings against the per- 
sons who are alleged to have violated 
the law. 
Mr Foulke formerly was civil serv- 


ice commissioner and has been recog- 
nized us foremost in the. civil service 
reform movement. Ho has conducted 
several confidential missions for the 
president.

Gen. ill. 15. He was made of 
made under the law, to redeem them 
that were under the law (Gal. Iv, 4, 5), 
and, having borne our sins In His own 
body on the tree and been made a 
curse for us. He rose from the dead 
In a literal, material body of flesh and 
bones, 
concerning 
which He said, 


"Handle Me and see," and He showed 
them In His hands and feet the marks 
of the nails by which He had been 
fastened to the cross. He also actually 
ate before them (verses 39-43). "That 
resurrection body Is a sample of what 
ours will be when we shall be like 
Him" (I JoUn ill. 2; Phil. Hi, 20, 21) In 
the first resurrection at His coming. 


He would have us believe these 


things regardless of all sight or feel- 
ing (John is, 29; Marie v, 30) and in 
the power of the Holy Spirit proclaim 
repentance and submission of sins 
among all nations as His witnesses 
(47. 48). H« would have us restful, 
peaceful, untroubled and fearless (36- 
38; John xlv, 1, 27). consciously united 
to Him, the risen, living Christ, and 
believing that He sends us as the Fa- 
ther sent Him and that He is with us 
all the days as the Father wns with 
Him (John xvll, 18; xx. 2i; vl, 57; Matt, 
xxrlli, 20). To be His witnesses w* 
must believe the books of Moses, tho 
prophets nnd the Psalms as He did, 
(44-46) and from the Scriptures preach 
Jcias as Philip did (Acts vlll, 35). As 
we see how literally prophecy hag been 
fulfilled in reference to His humllla. 
tlon and sufferings we must believe 
that all prophecy concerning His king- 
dom and glory shall be just as literally 
fulfilled, remembering His wortls In 
rerse 44, "All things must be fulfilled," 
and again In John i, 85, "The Scrip- 
ture cannot b* broken." There is no 
power for life or testimony apart from 
th« Word of God and the Spirit of God, 
but filled with these the weakest ves- 
sel will be used by God as a witness 
unto Jesus Christ. Every believer has 
become a temple of the Holy Ghost 
and Is Indwelt by Him (John xlv, 17; 
I Cor. vl, 19, 20),. but every believer 
should be filled with the Spirit (Epb. 
T, IS), speaking the word of God with 
boldness (Acts iv, 31), for otherwise 
the preaching, however orthodox, may 
be only cold water instead of boiling 
water to make His name known (Isa. 
isiv, 2). 


Wuat He was nnd did those forty 


days between His resurrection nnd 
visible ascension gives us some Idea of 
what we shall be and do in our resur- 
rection bodies In His kingdom, of 
which He had so much to say those 
forty daya (Acts 1, 3). While this pres- 
ent evil age of "the mystery of tho 
kingdom" (Matt, illl, 11) continues 
und the witnesses go forth with the 
incorruptible seed of the word we 
must expect to nnd It just as He said 
it would be In the parables of the 
sower and of the wheat and tares and 
other parables; but, as He was sus- 
tained under all His trials by the Joy 
set before Him (Heb. xii. 2), so we, 
like the dise-ples. may Joyfully con- 
tinue" (52, 58) amid all discourage- 
ments to be His faithful witnesses. 


A more full account of His ascension 


is found in Acts i, 0-11. where notice 
the wortls "taken up" In verses 9, 11, 
and also verses 2, 22. In that same 
material but glorified body which 
came out of the tomb, which could be 
handled' and in Which He could cat 
and walk or vanish at pleasure, He 
ascended to the right hand of God, 
where as our High Priest He ever H-v- 
eth to make Intercession for us, sym- 
pathizing with us, for He was In all 
points tempted like as we are. 


We can scarcely understand tha 


amazement of the disciples as they 
saw Him slpwly and calmly, with lift- 
ed hands stretched out to bless them, 
leave their midst and majestically as- 
cend skyward. They were lost to all 
but their ascending Lord till the cloud 
received Him out of their sight, and 
then they continued gazing up into 
heaven, as if perchance they might ob- 
tain another glimpse of Him. until 
they were recalled to earth by the 
voice of two beside them, who said, 
"This same Jesus which Is taken up 
from you Into heaven shall so come In 
like manner as ye have seen Him go 
Into heaven." This second coming of 
Christ to end this age and bring In a 
better onex Is the blessed hope of the 
church (Tit. II, 13) for /which we wait. 
He will come to the air to receive us 
to Himself (I Thess. iv, IB-IS; I Cor. 
xv, 23. 61, G2), and then a little latnr 
He will come In glory, bringing all 
His saints wltb Him to end this ago 
and set up His kingdom with Israel 
as Its center (Col. 111. 48; I Thess. Ill, 
13). Then shall His feet stand again 
on the very hill from which Ho as- 
cended, and Israel shall receive Him 
as their Messiah (Zech. xtv, 1-5; Isa. 
ixv, 0); then shall {>* glory to God 
mod peace on earth.

Thus, all

The curtain of the world's great drama 
was lifted for the chief actors about 
to perform their parts. Two mighty 
thrones of power were 
pushed for- 


ward, upon which were to sit 
the 


twain who were created- only a little 
lower than the angels. 
So, on the 


sixth rlay, "God created man In his 
own Image; male and female created 
he them. And God blessed them. And 
God said unto them: 'Be fruitful, and 
multiply, and replenish the earth, and 
subdue It; and have dominion over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl 
of the air, and over every living thing 
that moveth upon the earth.' And 
God saw everything that he had made, 
and, behold, it was very good. And 
the evening and the morning were the 
sixth day." 


Now, 
what does the word "Image," 


in the great climax of God's creation 
mean? When God says, "I have made 
man in my own image," does It mean, 
as a great author suggests, that Gorl 
intended to say that .he was only "a 
magnified man?" "Oh; no," you an- 
swer, "that is not the meaning of that 
passage. The catechism tells, us that 
God is a spirit, infinite, eternal and 
unchangeable. The idea of worshiping 
God as a physical body is a material- 
ism little different from that of the 
savage. If we do this, we can bow be- 
fore any painted idol 
just 
as the 


heatnens have their hideous, painted 
images, before which 
they 
kneel." 


That is true, my friend. That Is abso- 
lutely true. 
If we are going to wor- 


ship God simply as a. physical being, 
we are in exactly the same position 
as some of the Asiatic worshipers who 
used to bring food every night, aiT 
lay it upon the altar of their Idol, for 
their god to eat. Then, because the 
rats In the night came and stole tho 
food, they thought their god ate it. 
Furthermore, they would not believe 
their. Idol did not eat this food, until a 
northern conqueror lifted his battle- 
axe and smote the Idol and broke it, 
and pointed to the rats scurrying out 
of Its ruins, as they flee from a sink- 
Ing ship. 
Thus, when we say. "God 


made man after his own image," we 
mean, "Man was created -after 
the 


spirit of God." We are all ready to 
grant, that. One little drop of water 
is like unto all the great waters of the 


mighty deep. 
Thus, as an infinites!-1 


mal drop of water, man was created 
like unto the infinite spirit of God. 
Now, 
let us study for a little while In 


what sense man was created in the 
image of God. 


The first God-like 
quality 
which 


overwhelms the students of eschatolo- 
gy, is the fact that man is an immor- 
tal being. Though we may open the 
bible-and write up the family records 
and say my father was born January 
7, 1832, -we have no right to say that 
he died April 12. 1902. We may speak 
of a child as having been born into 
this world on a certain hour of a cer- 
tain day. But once born, that child 
will never die. He may die to our 
sight, but he is not really dead, but 
is translated to another life. He will 
never die. He wilt live on, as the mon- 
arch of a European throne lives on. 
No sooner did Queen Victoria of Eng- 
land breathe her last, than the Prince 
of Wales became king. Ay. man shall 
live on, longer than that. He will live 
on through the centuries and the mil- 
lenniums and the ages. He will live 
on until the constellations of the heav- 
ens shall be snuffed out. He will live 
on. until the very rocks under our feet 
crumble into dust with age, and the 
mountains above us are 
incinerated 


and scattered to the four corners of 
space. 
Still, man will live on. .He 


will live forever and ever. He will 
never die. When God" created man. he 
made him immortal, as he is immortal. 


This immortality of man is the most 


wonderful fact to me about man. For 
when I try to fully grasp what that 
one word "immortality" means, I feel 
as though mighty mountain 
ranges 


were towering one above another into 
endless space. When I try to con- 
ceive that man, with all his powers 
of love and hate, joy and Buffering, 
will live on and on. forever; then I 
say, "Now I realize why the salvation 
of man was so important that Christ 
came here to suffer and die to achieve 
It." Immortality! 
Oh, what a word! 


As a bird, It can fly swifter than the 
light; yet Its wings never tire. Those 
wings will continue to fly on, forever 
and ever. "The Wandering Jew." that 
Eugene Sue pictures, was condemned, 
on account of a past sin, to live on. 
until he outlived all his generation. 
He lived on. suffering the agonies of 
remorse, until he begged God to lot 
him die. But man does not live on, 
as did the great character 
of 
the 


French novelist. 
If man Sins, and is 


condemned for his sins, be must suffer 
an eternal punishment. He may plead 
with God to let him die as the wound- 
ed soldier sometimes pleads with his 
comrades to shoot him to 
end 
his 


agony; but man. by his Inherent na- 
ture, can never die. Man Is Immortal. 
Man will live on and on. forever. 


To prove to you that man Is Im- 


mortal, we do not have to turn the 
leaves of the bible alone. 
We find 


that this Infinite truth Is Inborn In 


govern well or govern badly. He can 
build or he can destroy. In a figura- 
tive sense, no one can say him nay. 
Let me try to illustrate my thought by 
some of the ordinary happenings of 
every-day life. 


Man is a ruler In a material sense. 


You cannot think of a king without a 
material kingdom. Man the ruler has 
hi? material throne. God gave him do- 
minion over the fish of the sea, over 
the fowls of the air, and over every 
living thing. 
Literally, has not this 


conception been fulfilled? 
Has 
not 


man become master of all that flies 
in the air. and swims in the seas, and 
walks upon the land? 
Ay, has not 


man learned how to make the very 
elements fulfill 
his 
purposes? 
The 


mammal Is stronger, but man is his 
king. 
The deer Is swifter, the 
fox 


shrewder, the hawk keener eyed, the 
eagle, with flap of wing, mounts and 
disappears into the blue abyss above, 
but man is king. The mighty-limbed 
African lion, with wild roar, makes 
the forest echo, and all the inhabi- 
tants of the jungle crouch and trem 
ble. But the lion retreats before the 
advance of man; for man is king. 


Not only is man a 
ruler 
of the 


beasts of the fields, and the fowls of 
the air, and the fish of the seas; but 
man has learned how to tame the ele- 
ments, and make them his servants. 
Franklin went forth as a cowboy upon 
the western prairie, and, sending his 
steel wire into the heavens, lassoed 
electricity, which Morse trained for a 
message-carrier. George Stephenson 
harnessed steam into block-traces, and 
made the iron locomotive take the bit. 
Daguerre has made the sun print our 
pictures. Robert Fulton pointed tho 
ship's prow into the teeth 
of 
the 


northeast wind. Thomas Edison has 
turned midnight Into midnoon. Yes, 
man. 
in a material sense, is king. As 


the Psalmist sang of the Great Jeho- 
vah, "He covereth himself with light. 
as with a garment. 
He layeth 
the 


beams of his chambers in the waters. 
He maketh the clouds his chariots. Ho 
walketh upon the wings of the wind." 


Not only is man a ruler In a mate- 


rial sense; he Is also a king in a per- 
sonal sense. He has absolute control 
over his own actions. He is a free 
agent. 
God endowed him with this 


freedom, warning him of the 
conse- 


quences of using It to do wrong. Yet. 


J God's image. God has put conscience 


within us for a purpose. We should 
obey it. 
For we can never bo truly 


liappy until we are pure and true and 
good and just, as God is pure and true 
and good and just. Are you ready to- 
day to obey the pleadings of your con- 
science? 


Not only did God create man with a 


conscience, he also made man capable. 
In his pure state, f f 
enjoying 
the 


blessings of his presence. 
He seems 


to come to man and say, "Man, if 
thou wilt only become pure, as I am 
pure, I will take thee some day to my- 
self. 
1 will receive you into heaven, 


where there are joys for evermore." 
There is evil In the world: do not 
yield to it. and in his tenderest tones 
he encourages us with the promise: 
"He that overcometh shall inherit all 
things, and I will be his God, and he 
shall be my son." We are made after 
his image. 


You remember how tenderly Jesus 


impressed this idea on his disciples. 
He told them that the union between 
his nature and that of his people was 
as close as tnat of the vine and its 
branches. And. again, he returned to 
the thought in that, last solemn hour 
of his parting before 
he 
suffered. 


Ihrist is about, to leave Ms* disciples. 
The shadows of the crucifixion are 
'ailing over him. He looks on the men 
who had sat at his feet so often in the 
last, 
and 
speaks 
these 
beautiful 


words: 
"Greater love hath no man 


how have men abused 
It is as 


sin. 
AB we say of a man who has 


yielded to tfce power of drink, that his 
mother would scarcely recognize, in 
the sodden, blotched visage, the face 
of the child she cherished in infancy, 
so we do not see God's image in tho 
sinful man; but, as Paul said to the 
people whom he had led to Christ:

FINE HOSPITAL IN EGYPT. 


Thousands of Natives Treated In An 


Eye Ambulant Institution. 


Egypt, can now pride herself on a 


hospital service the like of which is 
probably not to be found In the whole 
world. Some time ago Ernst Cassel 
gave $300,000 to the Egyptian govern- 
ment, to establish ambulant eye hos- 
pitals. 
Dr. Max Calla.n. of London, 


was intrusted v.-ith the organization 
of the service and he has accomplish- 
ed his task. 


The ambulant, hospital has the ap- 


tearance of a military camp. A num- 
)er of tents accommodate the patients 
and their attendants, the largest serv- 
ng as an operating room. Camp was 
pitched for the first, time near Man- 
ufleh, in the Nile delta, and Dr. Cal- 
Ian. with his native assistants, treated 
there the diseases that are caused by 
the terrible dust raised by the hot 
wind at the equinox. 


At. present the hospital, under Dr. 


Callan's personal supervision, is in 
the oasis Medine-el-Fayun. where al- 
ready over 18.000 Egyptians have re- 
ceived medical treatment.
